tion of the road from the Baltim ore

the gist o f the inform ation conveyed 
t<» the Mt. Joy supervisor* from the 
com m issioners’ 
office, 
through

ticularly anxious to obtain the hard- 
su rfaee highw ay. 
The proposed stretch two and seven- 
tenths m iles in length w’ould begin at 
the home o f G eorge Little,

The road, if built,

A t a m eeting of the com m issioners 
earlier in the m onth, it w as decided to 
petition the highw ay departm ent for 
state-aid in the construction of the 
projected im provem ent.

Kona, Hawaii, April 19.—Tho vil­ 
lage of Hoopuloa, on the southwest 
shore of the island 
of Hawaii, was 
wiped out yesterday by an avalanche 
of lava from the volvano Wauna Loa. 
Ten or fifteen homes were engulfed, 
hut there is no report concerning what 
became of the inhabitants. 
A flood of molten rock pouring out 
from the crater struck the sea tit <5:21 
a. rn., starting the ocean boiling scv- 
eal hundred feet out from shore. 
Plunging into the* water just south 
of Hoopuloa, the lava then turned in 
the direction of the village, filling the 
bay and completely burying the wharf 
and the houses under fifty feet of lava. 
The post office was the last building 
to go. 
It burst into flames at 8:30 p. 
rn. 
As the stream of lava, which flowed 
from an 8000- foot lev el in approxi­

four days,

Harris burg.—Pennsylvania’s birds, 
deserting their retreats 
in 
warmer 
climates and foreign lands, are ar­ 
riving back home, 
Some 
already 
have appeared and until late in the 
spring these travelers big and little, 
will be winging their wray to their na­ 
tive haunts, several species coming 
thousands of miles. 
Among the early arrivals were jdio 
robin, purple grackle, song sparrow', 
woodpecker and crow, which has come 
to be considered a permanent resi­ 
dent as it may be found in this sec­ 
tion of the state throughout the year. 
Dr. George M. Sutton, state ornitho­ 
logist, however, is authority for the 
statement that the crows 
seen 
in 
Pennsylvania may be birds from hun­ 
dreds of miles north while tho native 
species are wintering 
hundreds 
of 
miles north. 
Around the first of next month, Dr. 
Sutton said, the birds which spend 
their winters in South America will 
be returning, 
although the purple 
martin which is reputed to spend the 
winter in Boliva frequently apjiears 
before May. 
Among 
the 
group 
which w'ill follow the martin are the 
scarlet tanger, Baltimore oriole, red- 
eyed vireo, and ruby-throated hum­ 
ming bird. 
That the hummingbird, 
the smallest of birds in eastern North 
America, should fly across the Gulf 
of Mexico on its way here is consid­ 
ered by Dr. Sutton one of the amazing 
things of bird life. 
The latest of the spring birds to 
return are the nighthawk, yellow and 
black-billed cuckoo, wood pewee, yel- 
h.w-breasted chat and indigo bunting. 
Iii fact sorn^ of these birds arrive so 
late that they find almost fully fledg­ 
ed young in the fam ilies of the ear­ 
lier arrived bluebirds who often rear 
three broods during a year. 
Tho 
late 
arrivals seldom 
rear but 
one 
brood during the summer. 
Of all the bird life, not only in 
Pennsylvania but elsewhere, the most 
famous migrants are the golden and 
black-bellied plovers and Arctic them 
Dr. Sutton said. 
These species move 
from their arctic nesting grounds to 
the South temperature and anartic 
zmi»8 of South America.

Is it the plea of a sentimentalist to 
say that tad nation should also de­ 
velop a deep personal affection for its 
trees? Joyce Kilmer would not think 
so. 
His poem expresses the emotion 
which can underlie even the most 
practical discussion of the forests* 
economic value.

firm that the Ignited States will not 
solve its problem of timber produc­

until 
widely throughout the 
stab's there is manifest an apprecia­ 
tion of the beauty and enduring ex­ 
cellence of trees as neighbors, and 
llbeir right to a place in the scheme 
of national life.
